| Chief Justice Turney was nominated for 


the governorghip in 1892, it was not ag the 
ermined judge, but as “Old Pete,” as he 


| was fondly called by the boys during the 


war, that he was called out. While the 
grizzled, legless and armiess veterans were 
living over the glerious days of camp and 
bivouac, shouting themselves hoarse for 
“Old Pete,” there were young men here, 
as there were in Georgia, and had been in 


| both South Carolina and Virginia, who 


were restive. The old men, they argued, 
had remained in the front long enough, 
and it was time for-them to retire and let 
business rule instead of sentiment.

As an ilustration, in’ the gubernatorial 
election ef 1886, when it was feared ‘that 
hoy Taylor was defeated by his republican 
brother, Shelby county was called upon to 
stem the tide, which was dene’ with 5,000 
vo‘es. AS a consequence that county, which 
was entitled to seventy-six votes in the 
democratic ‘state convention on the basis 
of one delegate to every 100 votes, came 
to the next convention with 119 votes, This 


shows how the democratic conventions were 


controlled by the minority, and no one 
dared to say a word in self-defense. 
“In the election of last November there 
wes great democratic apathy, Governor 
Turney’s administration had created no en- 
thusiasm. In the only campaign speech 
made by Governor Turney, he devoted his 
time to Brownlow and the war, and never 
once alluded to a living issue. Election day 
came, and the returns soon convinced 
Chairman Carroll, of the state committec, 
that all was up. tle gave up the fight and 
the democrats went home feeling mighty 
blue. The newspapers accepted the result, 
even The American. reluctantiy admitting 
that Evans was elected. The public mind 
was about reconciled to the situation when 
Judge McCorry startled the public by the 
declaration that Turney was elected and 
that the apparent Evans majority was due 
to frauds in East Tennessee. : 

wThe importance of this statement will 
be perfectly apparent to every one who 
knows the relation that Judge McCorry 
holds to the administration. It was evident 
at once that a concerted plan had been 
perfected to keep Turney in oilice. It was 
ascertained that om'‘ssaries—back-tax col- 
lectors and others in the pay of the state—

It‘was 
passed through both houses by the ala of 
men who announced that théy woul@ an- 
tagonize all procéelliiigs: under” tt, and it 
was affirmed by the candidate for governor 
for whose benefit it was framed, after the 
date of his official term had expired. This 
is one of the strongest objections urgef by 
the Evans people to the course of the gem- 
ocrats and the one least susceptible of

_ The contest law, as passed, is ‘a clever 
piece of legislation, by which’ the governor- 
ship will be decided by. a majority vote of 
the joint conVention. instead of by a. ma- 
jority vote of both houses in joint conven- 


tion, as is required for any other function. 
To illustrate: The constitution of the gtate 


holds the office while appearing: as 
contestant of the man who is kept out. 

In his declaration of contest Peter Tur- 
ney. represents that he is a citizen of 
Tennessee and of the Wnited States: that 
he was elected governor in 1882 and now 
holds the office; that he was a candidate 
for re-election in 1894; that though the face 
of the returns shows the election of Henry 
Clay Evans, he, Turney, in fact, received 
the majority, of which he has been de- 
prived through fraud and atherwise. He 
then enters into a minute bill of particu- 
lars, specifying the frauds complained of 
and locating precisely where they were 
committed. The main one among them 
was that by the laws of Tennessee in force 
when said election was held, and continu- 
ously since’ 1891, all male citizens of Ten. 
nessee over twenty-one and under tifty 
years of age, except deaf, dumb and blind 
persons and released persons incapable of 
labor and of earning a livelihood, were 
liable for and obliged to pay a state poll 
tax of $1 each for educational purposes 
and a county tax of not exceeding $1 each 
for like purposes also. 
of Tennessee then. and ever since 1892, in 
force, no citizen liable for the poll tax 
could vote or have his vote then received 
without first paying the poll tax due from 
him for the year 1893, whether he had been 
assessed or hig name was on the books of 
the country trustee or not.

Colonel Vertrees Outlines His Position 


Is the contest now going on one of 
politics or of law? Contestee Evans evi- 
dently regards it as one of a judicial 
character, for he says: 

‘There is an unwarranted attempt to 
inject into a judicial proceeding, under 
the cover and as a part of the pleadings, 
the politics of others and their acts and 
speeches—gentiemen who happen to be of

“It is a mistake,” says Colonel Vertrees, 
“to suppose that the legislature acts as 
@ court in deciding a gubernatorial con- 
test. Courts must deal with facts—not 
policies; while from the very nature of 
the case, representatives act from policies 
which color the facts. In every’ state in 
the union the scetticinent of gubernatorial 
contests has been expressly taken away 
from tho courts, where the dry law could 
be enforced, and has been given to the 
legislature, avher2 the policies demanded 
by the pcople find force and play. It is 
distinctly the political arm of the govern- 
ment that is <calied into action, and not 
the judicial. While there are facts to he 
settled, yet these facts are scen diffcrently 
through the eyes of the people as they act 
politically in the exercise of their highest 
right. These views oulminate in the rep- 
resentative chosen, who is their legal 
mouthpiece. For instance, in this very 
contest, the poll tax law is at stake—the 
democratic members believing it to be an 
essential qualification for voting, and the 
republicans claiming that it is not, This 
political construction passes from the 
polls to the legislature, where it comes up 
again in the settlement of all issues into 

itch it enters. 

“You will hear talk of what the people 
want dc1.2 and cf their expressions of opin- 
ion, wher, in fact, the people in no state 
of the union clect. In the disfranchise- 
ment of women onc-half of the people are 
deprived of a voice ir affairs.

“Polities enters into the selection of who 
should be on this electorate. In the con- 
vention of 1870 thé republicans, led by 
Henry R. Gibson, held that voting was a 
netural right, not to be restricted by any 
means. The d2mocracvs tock the opposite 
view, that it was a privilege, to be con- 
ferred for the best interest cf the state, 
and to be guarded against abuse by un- 
werthy persons. ‘The democratic idea pre- 
vails, and restrictions now exist, such as 
twenty-one years of age, sound mind, nec- 
essary residence, the payment of the poll 
tax and the exhibition of the receipt. 

“Evans inight as well claim the election 
through the votes of men under twenty- 
one years cf age as of men who did not 
exhibit their poll tax receipts, which is the 
necessary evidence that they have really 
paid the tax. In settling guber- 
natorial contests, legislators do 
not take any additional oath, In the im- 
peachment of a president the United States 
senate is presided over by the chief justice, 
and the seneatcrs take oath as members of 
the high court of impeachment. In settling 
gubernatorial contests the legislators act 
under their oath as political representatives, 
and do not assume any judicial function.

Those who know Josiah best are satis- 
fled that he will never set the world on 
fire, and it is to the incubus of Patterson 
in the tenth congressioNal district that 
the heavy loss of yotes for Governor Tur- 
ney is attributed. 

‘‘“His friends stuffed the ballot boxes in 
the Memphis primary,” said a prominent 
Tennesseean last night, “and in this way 
Casey Young was defeated for the nomina- 
tion. So disgusted were the people that 
this goldbug should have been foisted upon 
them that they practically boycotted the 
polls on election day. They could not vote 
for such a name on the democratic ticket. 
and they could not vote for the other 
side, so they quietly staid at home.”

Simmons Wins the Race at Memphis 
Before a Large Crowd. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 20.—The race track 
at 4:30 o'clock this afternoon was filled 
with a crowd of nearly 10,000 spectators. 
The preliminary races held the attention 
of the betting crowd and the race for the 
supremacy ofthe western horses—Dr. R'ce 
and Sinimons—kept the bookmakers 50 
busy that it was decided to postpone the 
race until 4:45 o’clock ». m. At that hour 
both horses lined up for the race and 
‘Snapper’ Garrison was busy in keeping 
the horses in position for starting in the 
great six-furlong race for the western rec- 
ord. The horses*were brought to the post 
at 4:30 o’clock p. m. After three unsuc- 
cessful efforts to get away, the horses 
were started even, and for the first quarter 
Dr. Rice led nearly two lengths. Sloan be- 
gan to ply whip and spur and at the half 
both rounded from the chute neck and 
neck. Into the stretch, it was anybody’s 
race, but it was noticed that Dr. Rice 
seemed to falter. When the seven-eighths 
pole was reached, it was evident that the 
battle for fame and money was to be 
eagerly contested. Under the influence of 
whip and spur both horses came furiously 
cown the stretch with, strides covering 
eighteen feet at a time. In the stretch Dr. 
Rice was seen to weaken again and swerve. 
Penny plied his whip with niercilessa force, 
but the animal was unequal te the task 
and Simmons, under the masterly guidance 
ef Sloan, who sat like a stick in the saddle, 
increased the distance. Amid the cheers 
of nearly 8,000 spectators he passed under 
the wire a winner by nearly two’ lengths.

HIS OPERATIONS ON THE EXCHANGE 


He Denies That He Has Had Any Hand 
in the Manipulation Of the Market. 
Better Prices Bound To Come. 


New York, April 20.—(Special.)—A visitor 
to New York at the present time will be 
firmly comvinced thit the people here be- 
lieve that. the dull times that have had such 
unlimited sway for the past two years are 
at an end and the genuine good times are 


rapidly approaching. 

In fact the boom is now on in almost all 
kinds of trade. 

The rapid advance in oil, meat and cotton 
is to be followed very soon, so it is claimed, 
with an advance in iron, wheat and other 
products, 

The friends of the administration here 
claim that this is all due to “‘the masterly 
stroke” of the president in the sale cf the 
last issue of bonds to the European and 
American syndicate. They insist that this 
gale has checked the exportation of gold 
and in that way restored confidence, Just 
how this reasoning is brought about I am at 
a loss to say, I simply give facts and read- 
ers can draw their own deductions, There 
seems to be a strong determination to show 


gold basis, 

Your correspondent had a talk with Mr. 
John H. Inman today about cotton, He be- 
lieves in ‘higher prices for cotton and does 
not hesitate to say so. He is looked upon 
here as one of the most successful manipu- 
lators of: the cotton market in the world. 
He is keeping all hands nervous by his 
presence on the floor of the cotton ex- 
change, and he is generally credited with 
engineering the big rise in May cotton, In- 
man, Swann & Co. are supposed to hold 
more spot cotton than any other brokerage 
house, Mr, Inman is generally regarded as 
the strongest man on the exchange. How- 
ever, he denies that he has anything to do 
with the manipulation of the market, He 
said to The Constitution’s correspondent to- 
day: 

“I simply exercise my judgment about 
when cotton is a good sale or a good pur- 
chase. I have studied the question a long 
time, and when my judgment is fully made 
up, l act promptly and generally quite bold- 
ly. I always make up my mind on the con- 
ditions surrounding the market; I have 
nothing to do with the manipulation. The 
cotton market will run over any man or 
any combination of men who are on the 
wrong side. There can be a combination te 
either bull or bear cotton when the con- 
ditions surrounding favor, but when the 
conditions point one way and the combina- 
tion another, the combination generally suf- 
fers.” 

Looks for Higher Prices. 

“Then you think this year’s crop of cot- 
ton will bring better prices than last 
year'’s?’’ 

“IL undoubtedly do, and I would advise all 
the farmers in Georgia to act on that idea 
and make all the cotton they can this year. 
I think that it is mainly a question of how 
much above 7 cents it will go now in this 
market, There has been a tremendous rush 
from all over the country to sell cotton on 
this advance and my private information is 
that there is less cotton all over the inte- 
rior than there has been for several years 
and that two or three weeks hence the 
interior of the country will be practically 
exhausted of cotton.”

is a protracted drought existi 
which, if it should continue sag Sissigys. 
four weeks, would Cause the market to go 
to 8 cents between now and October ist 
If there should be general rains in Penns 
within the next week or ten days that will 
cause the market to sell off 15 or 2 points 
at which price it will do to buy. By gen. 
eral rains I do not mean showers, but 
steady and heavy rains, aggregating two 
to three inches rainfall, so the Sround on 
become thoroughly moistened. 

Planting Is Backward. 

“Preparations for planting the 1 
a@re very backward this year, en apihige sc 
planting must be completed *y May Ist 
at least, the situation in this respect is far 
from encouraging. The main strength in 
cotton lies in the inability of tha south to 
make the next crop equal to the last under 
any conditions. Can this be lone? The 
acreage of the 1893-'94 crop and that of 
1894-95 were about tha Same, and stiil the 
crops of the two seasons show a difference 
of 2,000,000 to 2,200,000 bales in favor of the 
latter. The great difference is wholly at 
tributable to thé phenomenal svason of 
1894-'95, the like of which was never before 
known and is not again :ikely to be re- 
peated. Assuming, then, that the acreage 
this year will be the Same as the last ties 
years, I am of the opinion that the next 
crop cannot .under any conditions exceed 
that of 1893-94, which Was 7,550,000 bale« 

“AS regards the condition of the plant- 
ers, I may state that they are so greatly 
discouraged that their mental and physi 
cal condition is much run down. Their 
stock is not in such g00d condition as last 
year, and owing to their distressing flnan- 
cial situation the shipments of mules for 
farming purposes to the south this year 
will not exceed 2,000, whereas the ship- 
ments last year were 30,000. Regarding the 
consumption of fertilizers, I do not attach 
much importance to this matter, 

Manchester Stocks Are Small, 

“American spinners have stocked 
largely and are in g00d condition 4 ‘thee 
respect. Continental spinners have fol. 
lowed in a measure and are Still buying 
large amounts of cotton. But at Manches- 
ter the stocks held by Spinners are small 
while at Liverpool there ig an ‘avera 9 
stock, which, however, does not belong os 
English spinners, but is controlled to a 
considerable extent by people who have 
bought for investment. With the rise in 
silver and prospects of an early termina- 
tion of hostilities between China and Ja- 
pan Manchester will not hesitate to sup- 
ply herself more freely with, cotton. 

“The New York market has been below 
the other markets in price since the pbe- 
ginning of the season, and there has been 
no time when cotton could be delivered to 
us at less than 4@%c per pound loss, and 
that condition in a measure still exists 
The southern markets have advanced as 
rapidly as we have, and therefore there is 
not likely to be any great pressure of act- 
ual cotton in .this market unless New 
York prices are worked to a higher level 
We have had already an advance of %@%o

and Wears a 


Parkhurst Is Gloomy 
_ Worried Look. 
New York, April 20.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—The two most prominent clergy=- 
men in New York today are Dr. Parkhurst 
and Dr. W. S. Rainsford, rector of 6t. 
George’s. ig 
St. George’s, Stuyvesant Square, is e 
mighty organization. It is a church and 
much more besides that is not weually 
considered part of a church or appropriate 
thereto. Perhaps it Is a suggestion of 
what the church of the future will be. The 


church building itself is not notable for: 


special elegance or beauty; the service is 
the same as that of any Protestant Epis- 
copal church, but the rector—no, he is not 
the same as any other rector. Dr. Rains- 
ford is a modern man—a man of brain and 
progress, an investigator, a student of so- 
cial problems and a solver of some of 
them as they are presented in the homes 
of the wealthy and in the tenements of 
the east side. He thinks for himself and 
says what he thinks, let it hit whom it 
will. 

The two sermons which I have heard 
from him dealt with the proper training 
and developing of the young—of New York. 
He never seems to be applying what he 
says to. faraway plans, but brings his 
speech out as if to meet conditions right 
here, which he knows, from the maid in 
the garden hanging out the clothes to 
the queen in the parlor eating bread and 
honey. 

“We are wearing ourselves out. We are 
killing ourselves working all the time; not 
to do, but to undo what never should have 
been done. A moment of carelessness, of 
inattention, of diverted or divided interest 
at the wrong time and the body of a child 
committed to our care is crippled for life! 
Think of it, of the pain of iu, of the days 
and nights of anguish, of the inefficient 
life, of the sgured nature, of the rivulets 
of ill flowing from this one embittered life 
into other lives The soul is more than the 
body. A critical moment in its develop- 
ment and something may be done which 
can never be undone! It is crippied for 
life.”’ 

‘In the homes of New York lie the social 
troubies of the day. If Jesus of Nazareth 
came on with today it would not be to 
the lame and the halt on the wayside that 
he would go, byt to the homes of rich and 
poor, where the sorrows of neglected child- 
hood breed the wrongs and crimes of the 
future. 

“We look after our children’s clothes, 
their food, their studies, their play, but 
their religion! ‘That,’ we say, ‘1S a serious 
matter. It will come all right of itself 
after awhile.’ We do not so leave the 
beasts upon our fields to come up. We do 
not so leave the flower bed under our 
window; we prepare the earth and sew 
our best seed’ and water and watch. We 
need not tell our children what we don’t 
know or what We guess about religion. 
There is enough which we now to tell 
them; great moral truths which we may 
make simple and plain to their perceptions 
upon their characters while 
they are forming. We need to form where 
we are reforming. The truth is, we are 
too lazy to tell them, or we are afraid that 
what we have done, or are going to do, 
won’t agree with what We teach. And it 
is the same way about family prayers. 
We don’t have time; we have time enough 
for \usiness, for outside pleasures and 
obligations, but when it comes to home 
duties, these must give way. The building 
up of temples all over the land to God— 
temples of learning, art, industry, love and 
you cannot find time for 
time for everything else 

The neglect of home is 

the age. New York has 
than any place of its, size 
and numbers on earth. Though you carry 
the cares of a hundred ay more commute 
tees on your.back, and though you bélong 
to all the charitable organizations of the 
world, if you have not done your part in 
making a home beiter and happier you are 
a failure as a Christian and citizen.”

“A dance may be ing on in one room,

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tion of the uses of the place. 

A dance in a church house? Even so. 
George’s has an athletic club, a bicycle 
club, a tennis club, a baseball team, a 
cricket club, a gymnasium, an armory and 
company and an industrial trade 
school for boys. It also has for girls a 
cooking schvol, and classes that receive 
instruction in dressmaking, millinery, nurs- 
ing, stenography, drawing, clay modeling, 
natural science, 

St. George’s baseball team, I have heard, 
is a crack It carried off numbers of 
prizes on different flelds of competition last 
year. 

The church has its own baseball ground. 
The industrial trade school for boys is on 
Tenth street. 

In the memorial house there is a medical 
department and free*dispensary, which is 
open for an hour every morning. 

There are regular sale days on which 
clothing is sold to the poor at very low 
rates, or given when the case . justifies. 
Food is also distributed regularly. 

In the girls’ sewing and embroidery 
classes arrangements are made by which 
their werk is sold and the money given 
them, 

A large number of girls have been taught 
to make their own dresses and to trim 
their own hats. 

Opposite the memorial house is the house 
of deaconesses. 

Their garb is not peculiar, though they 
wear veils and crosses. They take no 
vows, as Il understand. Their work is .un- 
obtrusive, but very valuable. It is chiefly 
among the children in the Sunday schools, 
in the various. classes for Instruction of all 
kinds, in the woman’s and girls’ societies, 
among the sick and the poor, and in sum- 
mer they gather up the squads of sick 
folks, women and children, who are taken 
to the seaside home. Oh, yes, St. George’s 
has its own seaside resort, too. 

St. George’s seaside cottage on Long 
Island, at Rockaway beach, gave 12,000 poor, 
wilted, half-starved men, women and chil- 
dren a day’s outing last summer, and to 
oU0 it gave a week. 

The whvle offering of Baster Sunday is 
applied to this charity. Last Sunday Dr. 
Rainsford pleaded for it. 

‘Prevention is better than cure,” he 
suid. “It is wiser, more humane and less 
expensive to keep people well than to cure 
them when they are sick, Beloved, I am 
not drawing a fancy picture, but telling you 
the pitiful truth when I say that last sum- 
mer I found women sitting in the Hast Side 
in front of their tenements with dying chil- 
dren on their knees, with not enougn -reart 
in them to get up and get into the carriage 
with me and go to tne boat whith was to 
take them to the seaside home.”’ 

Some of the finest music in New York 
city is to be heard in the choral service at 
St. George's. 

Last fa:l I heard a voice there which 
made me think of Sypelley’s skylark,. Giris 
and boys. are both in the choir, and my 
husband and I were both puzzled for a mo- 
ment to know if it were a woman's «ra 
man’s voice, but it was neither. It was a 
boy’s—that divinest »f all voices when it 
is beautiful. It was neither the velvet ror 
silver nor gold of Trilby’s, neither strong- 
er, lodder or higher than the many-voiced 
cheral around it, but it rose above them all,

Happy in the performance of a cherished 
desire, Mr. Scott went to New York for a 
rest. Suddenly and without warning he 
wag stricken down, and before his wie 
could realize that he was ill, he was dead. 
He died in the midst of his triumph. While 
the newspapers were still applauding his 
wonderful work he made-his exit from the 
scene. He was a great man in journalism 
and a great man in private life. He did a 
vast amount of good for Chicago, It —_

The night before he died he was congrat- 
ulating himself upon the prospects ot his 
paper, and looking forward to a long and 
‘useful career.

committed for murder Friday. The case 1s 
one of the most horrible in recent years, 
and can only be accounted for by that pe- 
culiar species of insanity that is wondrous 
wise and extraordinarily secretive, It is 
hinted that he decoyed the first young WoO- 
man to the church and killed her because he 
Was a crank on the science of anatomy 
an@ that he killed the second young woman 
because she knew of the murder of the 
first. Whatever the truth, it is one of the 
most appalling cases that ever blotted the 
record of crime.

Washington, April 20.—Secretary Morton 
@ave out this afterngon an interview on the 
gilver question. Coming from a4 cabinet 
minister, after the cabinet council of yester- 
day, it is regarded as expressing to a great 
extent the sentiments entertained by the 
president. When asked if he thought any- 
thing would grow out of the troposed inter- 
national monetary conference, Mr. Morton 


replied: 

“I do not believe that an international 
ecrgress can establish permanently a com- 
mercial ratio between gold ard silver any 
were than it can establish a permanent 
commercial ratio between rye and wheat. 
But if an international conference can fix 
the price of gold or silver, it can also fix 
the price of wheat cr of any other commod- 
ity, and thereby avoid all possible snrink- 
ages in values which tend to cause panics.” 

“Has gold, used as money, an :ntrinsic 
salue, and is it a permanent value?” 

Old “Intrinsic” Discarded. 

“I ttink the word ‘intrinsic’ ought not to 
be used. The value of gold is always rela- 
tive. To illustrate: If I sell you a thousand 
bushels Of wheat today for $570, the transac- 
tion has established for the time being the 
wheat value of gold and the gold value of 
wheat. Tomorrow's cables of utter failure 
of the wheat crop in Argentine, Russia and 
Europe entirely change the relation of gold 
to wheat and the thousand bushels of 
wneat purchased at 57 cents yesterday is 
worth $1.14 a bushel today, But, in the 
meantime there has been no ‘tntrinsic’ value 
of gold. notwithstanding there has been a 
change in the relation of wheat to gold.” — 

“What,” asked the reporter, ‘should be 
the policy, then, of this country, if nothing is 
to be gained by a further discussion of this 
question through the agency of an interna- 
tional conference?” 

Must Come to a Gold Basis. 

“My own judgment is,” said the secreta- 
ry, “that we must sooner or later declare 
that the United States of America recog- 
nizes gold as the best and least fluctuating 
measure of value and medium of exchange 
which the commerce of civilization has thus 


for utilized.’’ 
‘*Would not such a declaration made by 


either of the great parties drive away the 


silver men now in those parties?’ 

“Yes,” replied Mr, Morton. “It is barely 
possible that the financial fallacies of the 
populists and other vagarists may tempora- 
rily secure a majority of the voters of the 
United States. Should such a catastrophe 
overtake the country the people must learn 
by experience what they should have learn- 
ed by diligent study and reason.” 

No More Straddling. 

It was suggested to the secretary that the 
effort might be again made, as it had been 
made in the past, to take a middle ground 
on the money question, so as to offend as 
little as possible and keep the great mass 
of voters as much in line as possible, Mr. 
Mortomw denounced this as an unwise policy. 

“The time for straddiers has passed,’’ he 
replied, ‘‘Those who are for a sound cur- 
rency on a goid basis ought to have the 
courage to say so and abide the results of 
their declaration. It makes no difference 
_-to me whether a declaration of truth, either 
upon the tariff or the money question, tem- 
porarily drives votes from or allures them 
to us.” 

When asked about the approaching Illi- 
nois convention and what he thought of 
the proposed work of that body, Mr. Mor- 
ton replied in general terms as follows: 

“I have no hesitation in declaring myself 
opposed to all the free coinage fallacies, all 
the 16 to 1 lunacies and all of the cheap 
money illusions and delusions which popu- 
lists and other vagarists advocate.” 

Eternally Opposed to Silver. 

Mr. Morton, further discussing the gener- 
al subject, took the ground that silver had 
been rotired from its place ag sound money 
permanently and for reasons which, to him, 
were obvious. 

“My judgment fs,’ said he, “that silver 
cannot be restored to its former monetary 
place in the commerce of the world, because 
the supply of silver has outgrown the de- 
vrand for silverin the cxchanges of civili- 
gation. The relation of supply to demand 
is the sole regulator of valve, This axiom 
applies alike to salt, silver, sugar an.1 soap. 
All the legislation of aif the law making 
podies on the face of the globe can ncither 
mitigate nor annul the operation of the in- 
exorable law that ‘the relation of supply to 
demand is the sole regulator of value.’ ”’ 

A Goldbuag’s Definition. 

Secretary Morton answers the question 
recently put by Senator Stewart and others 
as to what sound money is. “The presi- 

dent’s critics,’’” said the secretary, ‘ask 
what is sound money? Any cerdinary man 
of business may answer that question, 
Soufhd money is that sort of currency which 
has the most universal and least fiuctuat- 
ing purchasing power in the markets of all 
countries. That money is the ‘soundest’ 
for which, throughout the commerce of 
the civilized world, there is the most univer- 
sal demand. An® that universal demand its 
always based upon the universal and un- 


fluctuating purchasing power of that mon- | 


ey, The present epidemic of the silver fever 
will, In duc time, abate. As the tempera- 
ture of the 16 to 1 patients declines, mental 
aberrations will disappear and reason once 
more resume its sway.”

BLACKBURN’S BOLD CHALLENGE. 


He Invites Secretary Carlisle or Any 
Goldbug To Enter the Race. 

Louisville, Ky., April 20.—Senator Joseph 
C. Blackburn has thrown down the gaunt- 
let to those who desire to contest his re- 
election to the United States senate and 
boldly invites a canvass upon the, currency 
issue. The senator’s position on the silver 
Question has been known, but as he re- 
fused to express his views through the 
public press of the state the impression 
had gone forth that he was dodging the 
issue. In an interview here today, how- 
ever, he emphatically expressed his con- 
tinued devotion to the cause of free coin- 
age of silver. 

Senator Blackburn says: “I am in favor 
of opening the mints of this country to 
the unlimited coinage of the silver metal 
on an exact equality with gold. I am op- 
posed to gold monometallism and just as 
much opposed to silver monometallism. 
Without reservation or evasion, I am a bi- 
metallist. I want and mean to continue 
to insist upon the use of both gold and sil- 
ver on even terms as the redemption 
money of this country. I would be glad to 
gee this result brought about by the ac- 
tion of an international conference, but lI 
@m opposed to this government waiting 
for any such conference to act. Our ex- 
perience with such agencies has not been 
such as to give us either confidence or 
hope for the attainment of this purpose. 

“I. am in favor of the restoration of the 
silver metal at the ratio of 16 to 1, bellev- 
ing in the light of an experience that cov- 
ers a century such ratio will establish and 
maintain permanenfly the parity between 
the two metals. I believe that we should 
take this action at the earliest day possi- 
ble, independent of the policies or views of 
other nations. Now, if there be one upon 
the list of announced candidates for the 
senate who will avow himself as an oppo- 
nent Of silver coinage and advocate a sin- 
gie gold standard I will ask and urge 
every friend of mine in Kentucky holding 
those views, and who, in spite of that fact, 
is now supporting me, to withdraw his sup- 
port from me and give it to,the candidate 
who has been bold enough to make such a 
declaration. But I apprehend that no one 
of these worthy gentlemen will make such 
an avowal unless he couples with it an an- 
nouncement of his withdrawal.from the 
canvass.”’ 


GOLDBUGS WEAK IN CHICAGO. 
Only 150 Attend the Meeting of the 
“Sound Money” League. 
Chicago, Ill, April 20.—The Honest 
Money League was formed at a meeting 
of citizens at the Palmer house this after- 
noon in accordance with a resolution that 
such a meeting be held, adopted by a half 
dozen enemies of free silver at the Great 
Northern hotel recently. The promoters of 
the new organization are W. T. Baker 
Adlai T. Ewing, A. F. Seeberger, J. W. 
Richards and John Mayo Palmer. Henry 
S. Robins was elected president and the 
platform of the organization declared to be 
“unalterably opposed to the unlimited coin- 
age of silver without international co- 

operation at the ratio of 16 to 1.” 

The other officers are Jacob W. Rich. 
ards, secretary; A. F.. Seeberger, treasurer. 
and the foliowing vice presidents: Ex- 
Judge Thomas A. Moran, F. W. Walker, 
Clayton E. Crafts, Arthur Weigel, S. M. 
Phelps, W. T. Baker, Frank Wenter. 
Rivers McNeill, R. J. Smith, Peter 
Kiolbas, Francis B. Peabody, Rudolph 
Brand, R. A. Walker and Marshall M. 
Kirkman. These men for the most part are 
prominent in local business and political 
circles. Among those present were Post- 
master Washington Hesing anid ex-Corpo. 
ration Counsel Adolph Kraus. There were 
about 150 at the meeting, which was called 
to order by Henry 8S. Robins. He explained 
the object of the meeting, taking good care 
to emphasize the fact that this was a 
democratic movement, pure and simple. He 
suid that the purpose of the promoters of 
the league was to resist the prevailing idea. 
which he admitted was rapidly spreading, 
that free silver was a good thing for this 
country. Then Adlai T. Ewing, as chair- 
man of the parent meeting, read the pro- 
posed platform, which was unanimously 
adopted as the constitution. Only demo. 
crats can becorie members and all must 
subscribe to the declaration already given 
against free silver. It is provided that 
auxiliary leagues be formed in every coun- 
ty of the state, and that their presidents 
be made coevice presidents of the associa- 
tion. The list of vice presidents now in- 
cludes two men from each congressional 
district in Chicago. 

In accepting the prestdency Mr. Robins 
said: 

“{ accept this office realizing that there 
aré many personal sacrifices involved, but 
one would not deserve the name of dem- 
ocrat or American citizen did he not stand 
firm on a sound currency basis and fight 
this silver monometallism idea, which is 
thinly disguised under the name of bi- 
metallism. This organization, as long as 
I am a member of it, will take no part in 
any party factional fight. It will stand for 
principle, not a faction. While we favor 
no mah, we will welcome to our ranks 
such men as John P. Hopkins, Governor 
Altgeld and Grover Cleveland. We pro- 
pose to establish in every county in this 
state an auxiliary league, through which 
the work of education can be carried for. 
ward.” 

The name of Grover Cleveland was re- 
ceived with loud applause. A proposition 
that the members pay an initiation fee so 
as to defray expenses was voted down and 
the organization goes into effect without 
working capital. Its headquarters will be 
at the Palmer house. '

Sons, of Hamburg. 

Russia Not Satisfied. 

St. Petersburg, April 20.—A sem!-official 
note has been issued to the newspapers 
here to the effect that the Russian gov- 
ernment is in no wise satisfied with the 
Chino-Japanese treaty, especially the clause 
providing for the cession of Lioa-Tong. 
Russia, the note says, will act in concert 
with other powers in protecting the inter- 
ests of Europe, even supposing one of the 
great powers does ‘not share in such ace- 


tion. 
Japan Must Not Go Too Far. 


Berlin, April 20.—The evening edition of 
The Koelnische Zeitung contains this 


statement: 

“In view of the pressure exercised by 
the Japanese war party, Germany urged 
Japan at the beginning of March to be 
moderate in her terms of peace, adding 
that 4&4 demand for the cession of main- 
land territory would be especially calcu- 
lated to induce European intervention. 
When it appeared from reports of: the 
conditions offered by Japan that she was 
little disposed to follow this friendly ad- 
vice initial steps were taken on March 
23d to establish an understanding with the 
European powers. A complete agreement 
was reached by Germany and’ Russia 
and the co-operation of France was se- 
cured. The three powers will now proceed 
to take joint steps in Japan to protect 
their interests. The territorial changes at 
which Japan aims will be the first point 
to be Kept in view. The object is to pre- 
vent Japan from entwining herself so 
tightly round China as to be able in case 
of need to shut off the latter entirely 
from Europe. Such an injury to their in- 
terests the powers desire to avert in good 
time. Japan has shown hitherto such high 
circumspection that she may be expected 
now also to desist from drawing the bow 
too tightly.” 

The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
Says today: *“‘“Germany never had any idea 
of abstaining from intervention in the 
east. Throughout the war she has been 
fully alive to the great danger that might 
arise for Europe, both politically and com- 
mercially, as a result of the new order of 
things in east Asia. Germany’s share in 
the European interests concerned is so im- 
portant that the government would be 
guilty of serious neglect in case it should 
not vindicate our claims with firmness and 
determination to the full extent.”’ 


English Comment. 
London, April 20.—The Economist, com- 


menting on the Chino-Japanese situation, . 


expresses the opinion that should China 
become an ally of Japan, Rusga would be 
the only power to receive a serious check. 
Any alarm that is felt in Europe over such 
a contingency, the paper. thinks, is pre- 
mature, and The Economist also believes 
that the fighting strength of Japan is great- 
ly exaggerated. 

In conclusion the paper regards the treaty 
of peace, as outlined in the dispatches, as 
evidence that the speculators expecting a 
rise in silver wilt be disappointed, owing 
to the easy terms'‘granted to China in the 
payment of the indemnity. 

The Statist believes that China coulda 
borrow the entire amount of the indemni- 
ty at 6 or 7 per cent. 

The Speaker says that most of the in- 
demnity is likely to remain in London, the 
Japanese government employing it for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of stores 
and munitions of war purchased in Europe, 
The paper also thinks it unlikely that more 
than the sum of £2,000,000 of the indemnity 
will be paid in silver. 


NOT A MADMAN’S SHOT. 


But It Was a Conspiracy To Kill Li 
Hung Chang. 

Washington, Avril 20.—Reliable advices 
from Tokio, Jape.n, received today declare 
the attempt to assassinate Li Hung Chang 
was not the act of a madman, as published 
in Japanese newspapers, but was the result 
of a widespread and premeditated conspir- 
acy, the publication of whith was sup- 
pressed by the government. It appears that 
immediately subsequent to the attack on 
the Chinese viceroy the police disarmed 
giumerous Japan@se citizens, known as 
members of the war party, and a great 
number of swords were secured from 
among the crowd. These swords were worn 
in defiance of law, and foreigners in Japan 
declare that the police should have dis- 
armed members of the war party who ap- 
peared on the streets before the procession 
passed, instead of doing it after the at- 
tack occurred, It is said that it was this 
fact which, when brought to the attention 
of the emperor, caused the granting of an 
unconditional armistice. 


THURSTON IN HAWAII. 
States His Reasons for Returning. 
Atkinson Pardoned. 

San Francisco, April 20.—Honolulu, April 
13.—(Correspondence of the United Press, 
per Steamer Australia.)—Miniszter L. A. 
Thurston arrived this morning in company 
with Finance Minister Damon. Being in- 
terviewed on coming out of the cabinet 
meeting, Mr. Thurston said that no change 
whatever had taken plaze fn nis 9o'fizial re- 
lations with Secretary Gresham ano that 
he knew of no foundation for the news- 
paper statements on this subject. Icreign 
Minister Hatch confirmed tlat st»tuement, 
adding that this government hed received 
no intimation about it from Minister Wil- 
lis. On being ceminied that rti'» had 
been said about ria personil relations 
with Secretary Greshim no being cu dial, 
Mr. Thurston said he hai always dec!*ned 
to discuss that subject. Mr. Thurston said 
that he had come home partly upon pri- 
vate business which required attention, 
and partly to renew personal intercourse 

with his government.

Japanese May Seize Hawaii. 

It is positively learned here that public 
sentiment in Japan is strongly turned in 
the direction of taking possession of Ha- 
wail. While the native Hawalians still con- 


stitute the largest nationality, 34,000, to the. 
‘Japanese 25,000, the latter have the largest | 


native 16,000. There can be no doubt that 
a small Japanese squadron, with 1,000 troops 
co-operating with the resident Japanese, 
could easily overcome any resistance possi- 
ble for all the rest of the population of 
Hawaii to make, The safety of this g0V- 
ernment against an early conquest DY 
Japan must be in the protection of the 
United States. Failing in that, appeal must 
be made to British protection. 

The feeling of this government is becom- 
ing clear that they may at an early day 


‘find themselves under the necessity of sur- 


rendering these islands to England in o™ 
der to escape from Japanese aggres- 
sion, unless the United States adopts @ 
definite and decided policy of protection. 

For a week past the papers which sup- 
port the government have been clamorous- 
ly attacking Chief Tax Collector Shaw for 
his alleged offense of taking work from 
white printers and giving it to Chinese. 
This grows out of the appearance of the 
delinquent tax list as a supplement to the 
Chinese News. 

Shaw, on his part, states that he gave 
no work to the Chinese, but did protect the 
government from an attempt at extortion 
by three dailies—The Advertiser, Star and 
Bulletin. These papers made separate ten- 
ders for printing at nearly the same rates. 
Shaw regarded this as a combination which 
he determined to frustrate, and had the list 
printed for just one-tenth of what the 
dailies had offered to do it for. 


GENERAL McCOOK RETIRES. 


His Work as a Soldier Ends Tonight 
at 12 O’clock. 


Washington, April 20.—(Special.)—Major 
General Alexander McD. McCook will be 
retired at 12 o’clock tonight from active 
service under the age provision. General 
McCook was one of the most prominent of- 
ficers in the late war. His name is asso-

ciated with some of the bloodiest battles 
of the war. He is now at Denver, where he 
has been in command of the department of 
the Colorado since 1888. 

General McCook wds born in Ohio on 
April 1831, and is a member of that 
famous family of warriors, “the fighting 
McCooks.’’ He graduated from the military 
academy at West Point in 1852, and was as- 
Signed to the Third infantry regiment. 
He was engaged against the Apache In- 
dians in New Mexico in 1857, and from 
1858 to 1861 was instructor of infantry tac- 
tics at West Point. In December, 1858, he 
was promoted to first lieutenant. At the 
outbreak of the war he was appointed colo=- 
nel of the First Ohio regiment of volunteers, 
and in April, 1861, was mustering and dis- 
bursing officer at Columbus. He command- 
ed his regiment at the first battle of Bull 
Run, and received the brevet of major in 
the regular army for his services on that 
occasion. " 

On the 17th of July, 1862, he was made 
major general of volunteers, and was 
placed in command of the Twentieth army 
corps, with which he served at Perrysville, 
Stone river, Tullahoma and Chickamauga. 
He received the brevet of brigadier general 
of the regular army in March, 1865, for ser- 
vices at Perrysville, and at the same time 
was breveted major general for cumulative 
gallant services during the war. 
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BATTLES WITH THE INSURGENTS. 


Government Trvops Have Several En- 
counters with the Rebels. 

Santiago de Cuba, April 20.—(From the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.)— 
Colonel Santocildes reports from Manza- 
nillo, where he is in command, that on 
April 8th he sent out 900 troops in three 
columns to San Vicente to search for in- 
surgents. At Punta Gorda they encoun- 
tered and put to flight a small party. The 
fight lasted but a few minutes. The in- 
surgents lost three killed and -heir horses 
and most of their arms. Wn the 9th the 
same troops defeated the insurgents at 
Sabannagua. Three insurgents were killed 
and one Spanish soldier was wounded. 
Two days later a party\of soldiers who 
were scouting near Bodega Chinos came 
upon a large band. They killed four of the 
insurgents and put Se rest to: flight, los- 
ing only two men wounded. Later in the 
day the same troops overtook another 
band at Santa Lucia. The fight was short 
and almost bloodless. It ended with the 
defeat of the insurgenfS and the capture 
of their arms, horses and provisions by 
the Spanish force.

London, April 20.—The public assurances 
of the Right Hon. George J. Schen that 
the reports that the imminent disruption of 
the compact between the conservatives and 
the unionists are unfounded, and the as- 
sertions of Sir William Hart Dyke that 
the leaders of both sections are on the 
friendliest of terms with one another, have 
failed of their object of dissipating the be- 
lief that discords exist tending to the ulti- 
mate rupture of the close political rela- 
tions of the two parties.

his followers. The reports emanating from 
the Carlton Club agree that there is bit- 
ter discontent with Mr. Balfour’s course 
in submitting to the leadership of Mr. 
Chamberlain. This feeling has gone to 
such extremes that the older tories openly 
declare tgat Mr. Balfour ought not to hold 
the confidence of the party any longer. 
Associated with the unionist dissensicns 
from the conservatives is an internal move- 
ment in the liberal party toward placating 
the unionists. Although Mr. Chamberlain 
remains an object of detestation on the 
part of the radicals, the genuine home 
rulers and the moderate liberals, who are 
home rulers from motives of expediency, 
continue tio regard him as not only a pos- 
sible leader, but a desirable one, if the 
Gladstone form of home rule is abandoned 
so that the tentative and temporary home 
rulers can privately and through the me- 
dium of the press proceed toward a re- 
conciliation. 

Mr. Chamberlain, today’s Graphic says, 
will not be lwred into the Gladstone fold, 
but once let the liberals drop Mr. Glad- 
stone’s hateful legacy and then it will be 
time for him to join and lead the recon- 
structed liberal party. 

The Evening News, the only Gladstonian 
organ left in Edinburgh, declares that the 
Scottish liberals will be glad of a decent 
excuse for abandoning home rule. Mr. 
Gladstone's bill is recognized as an impos- 
sible measure and continues to be an incu- 
bus to the party. The present hypocritical 
alliance with the anti-Parnellites is demor- 
alizing, and it would better be dissolved 
and Mr. Chamberlain invited back to the 
liberal fold upon a basis of modified home 
rule. The’ opinion of The Evening News 
is doubtless an expression of the feeling 
of the liberals constituting Mr. Gladstone’s 
Midlothian constituency, and it has not 
escaped the attention of the Irish mem- 
bers, among whom the conviction is grow- 
ing that home rule as promised by the lib- 
eralg will prove to be a mirage. 

Strongly Socialistic. 

The proceedings of the forty-eight dele- 
gates of the independent labor party, in 
session in New Castle, have derived espec- 
jal importance as influencing twenty-four 
parliamentary seats in the next elections 
and embodying the left wing of the radical 
party. Se ultra-socialistic were the resolu- 
tions passed that. The Daily News and 
other ministerial newspapers found it nec- 
essary to repudiate them. The delegates 
passed a resolution pledging themselves to 
compel all their adherents to vote in the 
next elections as dictated by the govern- 
ing committee of the independent labor 
party. They also approved bills to compel 
the local authorities to provide work for 
every adult, the hours to be eight per day, 
and the minimum wages 30 shillings a 
week; providing for state pensions for 


. everybody after reaching the age of fifty 


years; a weekly special provision for wid- 
ows and orphans; free education, including 
access to the universities; free schools for 
the children of the poor, with food and 
clothing; that land shall be treated as 
public property; that the railways and 
waterways shall be nationalized: that the 
liquor: traffic shall be controlled by the 
municipal governments, and, finally, a reso- 
lution condemning anarchism was rejected. 

The Spectator contends that such a pro- 
gramme, if’ it be the result to which rad- 
icalism tends, will alarm the whole com- 
munity and cause a strong reaction toward 
conservatism. 

Faure To Go to England. 

It is reported, and the rumor is credited 
in official circles, that communications are 
passing with the object of arranging for 
M. Felix Faure, president of the French 
republic, to._pay a visit to Windsor. It is 
understood that M. Faure, who for some 
time sojourned' in London, is willing to ac- 
cept the invitation which is likely to be 
sent immediately after the queen’s return. 
A similar reception to the late President 
Carnot was under discussion at the time of 
his assassination.

I would like to discuss you, Trilby, with 
my friend, Dr. Jones, but he deems you an 
improper young woman, and I cannot dis- 
cuss an improper subject with so grave 
and learned a gentleman, But I must say 
in passing, Trilby, that you remind me of 
a beautiful swan which has been swim- 
ming since a duckling in green and 
slimy waters, and who has spattered her 
pure white feathers, but recks not of it, 
nor eares for it, until by chance she 
reaches purer waters, Then she sees her- 
self reflected in something she never 
dreamed existed—pure, clean water—and 
the dark spots distress her.

An ideal of womanly purity is one 
of the most beautiful and exalted ideals in 
the world. But it is only one ideal. There 
is another even grander. It is an ideal 
of manly purity, and it is the grandest 
ideal of the two, because Jesus Christ typi- 
fied that ideal. 


Of course Little Billee is not ideaily per- 
fect. It remains for no human being to be 
that, But his character is strong and 
pure. So pure that Taffy and the Laird 
refrained from telling a vulgar joke before 
him; so pure that Dodor, Svengali and the 
others regarded him as a curiosity; so pure 
that poor, sinful Trilby, looking into the 
depths of his clean, shining soul, saw her- 
self to be what she was and repented! 

Oh, glorious young manhood that stretch- 
ed forth the clean hand to a sinful woman 
for the uplifting of her, and not to thrust 
her deeper into the mire, as men are ever 
prone to do! 

Can anything too good be said of an au- 
thor who portrays a character lke that 
and gives it life and flesh and blood and 
human passions, but godly purity? 


It may be that mothers should not let 
their daughters read Trilby. That is a 
question for the mothers to decide. If 
they think Trilby harmful, unquestionably 
their girls should not be allowed to read 
it, But fathers should insist upon their 
sons reading it and studying the character 
of Little Billee,

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government may lawfully pay in its dis- 
cretion its bonds, currency and treasury 
notes in either gold or silver. The same 
is true of national bank notes and the 
national banks might hold their reserve 
in either coin. 

Some people pretend to think that it 
would hurt our credit if the government 
paid out silver as well as gold in re- 
deeming its obligations. Yet the Bank 
of Framce at its discretion so pays out 
gold, silver or paper, but it does not 
hurt the credit of France in England or 
anywhere else. 

This condensed summary of important 
financial facts is worth remembering. 
It will be a stumbling block in the way 
of the gold men who insist that the gov- 
ernment is now committed to the gold 
standard, and that it would be danger- 
ous to return to bimetallism. 


Another Mask Torn Off. 

The money power of this country has 
at last come out in the open light and 
through its representative, the admin- 
istration at Washington, has declared 
against an international monetary con- 
gress. 

Hon. J. Sterling Morton, secretary of 
agriculture, has given out an interview 
Which The Constitution publishes this 
morning on page fifteen, declaring that 
an international congress cannot “estab- 
lish permanently a commercial ratio be- 
tween gold and silver, any more than it 
could establish a permanent commercial 
ratio between rye and wheat.” The in- 
terview following the cabinet meeting 
of Friday is intended to officially set 
before the country the views and policy 
of President Cleveland and the gold 
monometallists of the United States. It 
has the ear marks of a carefully pre- 
pared statement given out on Saturday 
afternoon that it may be laid before the 
country in the Sunday morning papers. 

Mr. Morton tears off another mask be- 
hind which the goldbugs have long been 
deceiving the people. 
all bimetallisis, but the other day they 
declared that “bimetallism is a delusion 
and a snare.” That was the first mask 
which they threw aside. 

All along until now we have been told 
that bimetallism would be all. right if 
it could be secured through international 
agreement. The woods have been full 
of international agreement advocates. 
“We are for the free coinage of silver if 
all the principal nations of the world 
will agree to it,” they have said over 
and over. But what are they going to 
do now? Mr. Morton, as the mouthpiece 
of the administration, declares that an 
international congress could accomplish 
nothing. This is the second mask torn 
off. and we see that the bimetallists 
and the international agreement camp 
followers are, after all, gold monometal- 
lists. This is just what we have be- 
lieved them to be, but they denied it un- 
til they could no longer deceive the 
country. 

“The time for straddles has passed,” 
says Mr. Morton. We agree with him 
fully and commend the gold monometal- 
lists for at last screwing up their cour- 
age to the point of so declaring. “Those 
who are for a sound currency on a gold 
basis ought to have the courage to say 
so and abide by the results of their 
declaration.”” There must be no middle 
ground. Let there be an open, fair fight 
with no more bushwhacking from be- 
hind an international agreement or any 
other mask. 

Mr. Morton pronounces the democrats 
who believe in remonetizing silver to be 
populists and vagarists. By his flippant 
dictum a great majority of the demo- 
erats of the south are vagarists and 
populists, believers in fallacies and 
lunacies. These are the people who 
elected Mr. Cleveland and made it pos- 
sible for Mr. Morton to transfer his abil- 
ities from Nebraska to Washington. At 
every opportunity which has been of- 
fered in the last twenty years to the 
democratic representatives and senators 
to show their position on silver by vote, 
a@ majority of them have invariably de- 
clared themselves in fayor of its re- 
monetization. Two-thirds of the south- 
ern democrats in congress voted repeat- 
edly against the principle of gold mono- 
metallism and for a double standard. 

The policy of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration is to make the United States, a 
debtor nation, an absolutely gold stand- 
ard country, following the example of 
Great Britain, which is a creditor nation. 
The owners of the world’s gold—and 
the Rothschilds own half of it—want 
only one money of redemption. Should 
they succeed in bringing the world to 
their feet, the hard times through which 
we have been passing the last three or 
four years would be intensified ten fold. 
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Hitcheock’s Office Cat,

If the commercial nations (leaving out 
England) recreate a market for silver by 
reopening their mints to the free coinage 
of the metal, does any reasonable animal 
believe that the consequent increased de- 
mand for silver will not restore the metal 
to the value it had previous to its demone- 
tization by those same nations?

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A Pointer for Parents. 

Speaking of the horrible murder of 
two young girls in a San Francisco 
chureh by a nice young man of sup- 
posed good character, The New York 
Advertiser makes the point that parents 
are altogether too careless about the 
education of their girls. 

Thousands of girls are — to 
grow up without being warned against 
certain evils which are now very ne 
lent in almost every circle of society. 
They are permitted to go almost any- 
Where with young men who belong to 
their circle, their church and their Sun- 
day school, and no questions are asked, 
This unguarded intercourse results 
sometimes in seductions, elopements, 
ubhappy marriages and even such 
shocking horrors as the San Francisco 
affair. 

Young girls should be taught at .an 
early age the impropriety and dangel 
of listening to talk from men that they 
would not dare to repeat to their 
mothers, and they should be made: to 
understand the folly and the serious 
risk of secreUly meeting men in 
cluded and extraordinary places where 
it would be possible to commit a crime 
without giving the victim a chance to 
escape or make an outery heard. 

Perhaps some one will say that this 
would limit the freedom of our girls. 
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that they have too much freedom, and 
that it is their greatest danger? Possi- 
bly it will be said that it is wrong to 
train the young to grow up always on 
their guard against everybody about 
them, including even those who ap 
parently lead’ saintly lives. And yet, it 
Strikes us that even this cautious con- 
duct would be better than the unsus- 
picious trustfulness which finally led to 
the ruin and murder of the two San 
Francisco girls who were as modest and 
innocent as any of their companions in 
the church until they fell into the 
clutches of the monster who was sup- 
posed to be such a model church libra- 
rian and Sunday school superintendent. 
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Are Checks and Drafts Money? 

The goldbug writers are trying in a 
Vague way to convince the public that 
money is not such an important thing 
after all. They say that its place is al- 
ready largely taken by checks, and they 
seem to hold out the idea that the time 
will come when money will be left to 
be employed only by the uncivilized na- 
tions, while Irope, Orope, Eurepe, and 
the Rothschilds’s plantations, now 
known as the United Staies will trans- 
act business entirely through the me- 
dium of paper money or checks. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson is big with this 
idea, and Mr. Henry Loomis Nelson is 
presenting it in a series of communica- 
tions to Harper’s Weekly. Our readers 
are familiar with the statement that 90 
per cent of the business of the country 
is done with checks, drafts, ete., while 
only 10 per cent depends on the use of 
money. 

The chief weakness of this statenient 
is that it fails to come within a thou- 
sand miles of the truth. It is probably 
true that 90 per cent of the business of 
the banks is done with checks, but the 
business of the banks bears about the 
same relation to the business of the 
country that a pint measure bears to a 
train of freight cars. 

The statistics that the goldbugs are 
compiling and the assertions they are 
making tend to give strength and po- 
tency to the arguments of the 
backers. If checks, as these writers 
argue, have so largely taken the place 
of money, why not at once abolish gold 
and silver as clumsy devices of barbar- 
ism and thus let our currency consist 
wholly of checks and drafts? If checks 
that have no “intrinsic” value are em- 
ployed to do 90 per cent of the business 
of the country why not extend the check 
system so that it will do all the busi- 
ness? What is all the pother about? 
Why have any money at all? 

The truth is, every check that ts is- 
sued must have money behind it, or it is 
a fraud. Checks are not substitutes for, 
but representatives of money. If the 
man who receives a check cannot get 
the money for it on demand, it is worth 
no more than the paper on which it is 
written. But the goldbug writers are 
trying to propagate the idea that checks 
are not only substitutes for money, but 
that it is not necessary to have money 
behind them. This strong indorsement 
of the theories of the greenbackers will 
no doubt find ready acceptance in some 
parts of the country, but the result is 
not likely to be what.the goldbugs ex. 
pected. 

The banks that do business on other 
people’s money, and enjoy the usufruct, 
as it were, find it more convenient to 
issue checks than to transfer the actual 
money about among themselves. But 
before any sensible person commits him- 
self to the “check” argument of the 
goldbugs, let him take the amount of 
the bank clearings in any city of the 
country—Atlanta, for instance—and com- 
pare them with the actual volume of 
business that his common sense will tel] 
him is transacted among the people. As 
a register of business activity the bank 
clearings are both ithteresting and im- 
portant. But a small amount of mer- 
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jcury is capable of telling us about a | 


Well, are we not now realizing the fact 
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ume of business ‘ that is transacted 
throughout the country every day does 
not go through the banks at all; but we 
know from the business in the banks 
whether the great volume of outside ex- 
changes is growing or declining. 

The banks have a happy knack of 

meeting the emergency of a panic. In- 
stead of settling their balances with 
money they issue clearing house certi- 
ficates and pay themselves in wind. But 
the people are not aHowed to issue 
clearing house certificates in an emer- 

gency. Business men have to take their 

chances. They ought to have a lively 
remembrance of the wonderful availa- 
bility of checks and drafts during the 
panic of 1893. The great New York 
banks in many instances refused to 
honor the drafts or cash the checks of 
their own depositors. Why in that hour 
when money was at a premium—even 
silver dollars selling at a premium of 1 
to 4 per cent—didn’t checks and drafts 
demonstrate their superiority and take 
the place of money that was everywhere 
hoarded ? 

There is no objection whatever to 
cheeks and drafts. They are very con- 
venient and useful—in fact they are al- 
most indispensable to the business that 
is done through the banks. Sut they 
are not money, and the extent to which 
they take the place of money is hardly 
worth dwelling on. They do not take 
the place of money and were not in- 
vented for that purpose. 


A Money Making Industry. 

A correspondent of The Philadelphia 
American sees something better than 
gold mines in the southern cotton mills. 
He says: 

It is a fact that every plant in the south- 
ern states today which is turning out cot- 
ton cloth with modern machinery is paying 
& nets to its owners. This is a sweeping 
declaration, but it has been verified by care=- 
ful nates: Dividends have been put away 
by the owners ranging from 4 to 22 per 
cent on a year’s business, while enough 
profit remained to add a handsome sum in 
many cases to the company’s credit balance 
or surplus. To throw in a few figures at 
this point, thirty-two fac in éight 
southern states, representing $6,639,000 aash 
investment, averaged 8 per cent each .in 
dividends recently declared from a year’s 
business. Naturally such success has stim- 
ulted cotton manufacturing, and the record 
of new mills built furnishes some remarka- 
ble figures. For instance, in the thirteen 
southern states four years ago, or in 1890, 
but 255 were in operation; since that time 
nearly two hundred more have been built. 
Today 430 are turning out dozens of 
varieties of cofttan goods by the use of 
3,190,000 spindles and 70,000 looms. They 
represent about $109,000,000 of investment, 
while in 1890 the valuation of these plants 
complete was between $51,000,000 and $62,000,- 
000, according to statistics compiled by the 
Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record, the lead- 
ing authority on this subject 

These figures explain the recent shift- 
ing of New England capital to the south. 
The mills in sight of the cotton fields 
can buy cotton at $3 or $4 per bale less 
than northern mills pay, when we count 
the freight rates to the north The 
suuth has 5 per cent in its favor on ac- 
count of temperature alone. Sites, build- 
ing material, labor and fuel are cheaper 
than in the north, and many mills get 
their sites for nothing and are untaxed 
The labor laws do not hamper mantu- 
facturers, and the operatives are intelli- 
gent and do satisfactory work.

Sometimes one finds clusters of mills in 
sections perhaps fifteen miles square, such

ss is called a “cotton mill belt,” which 
includes about twenty of the best plants in 
the potccoting The many water power sites 
and the fine grade of cotton attracted such 
a number of companies t point. The 
Peizer, the largest plant in the south, is in 
this group. It comprises two mills with 
about 105,000 spindles. The first mill was 
built in and has 55,000 spindles. The 
second wae built almost entirely from thea 
profits made out of the first. The company 
earned from 20 to per cent net for a 
ies of years, which furnished the sur- 
Plus to build the mill mentioned. Another 
of these companies—the Piedmont—started 
with £250,000 capital. In six vears it cleared 
$259, 000 for a surplus to enlarge its capacity, 
besides paying stockholders 6 per cent divi- 
Send psa tg In this belt. $6,500,000 capital 
has been invested, principally by southern 
men, in the mills, which have earned divi- 
dends ranging from 8 to 22 per cent, ale- 
though these dividends are not declared, 
part of the money being used for a fund for 
improvements, etc. 

Is it any wonder that outside capital 
and enterprise are turning this way? 
Nowhere on the face of the earth can 
such tempting industrial opportunities 
be found as right here in the south. Nor 
are they contined to the cotton mill in- 
dustry. We can manufacture nearly 
everything that is made in the north and 
match the north in quality and beat it 
in the cheapness of the article. 

These facts are just beginning to be 
known outside of this section, and they 
make it certain that our industrial fut- 
ure will be one of great activity and 
prosperity. From this time on capital 
will come this way uniil ‘the love of gain 
ceases to control mankind.

Fire Was Discovered in the Union 
Hills at 8:50 Last Night. 


CHIEF JOYNER HAS A FOUR HOURS’ FIGHT 


The Damages Ars Estimated at $17,500, 
With an Insurance of $11,500-The 
Origin of the ire a Mystery. 


The old Union Mills Company’s property, 
which has been used simply for a ware- 
house during the past year, was nearly 
wholly destroyed by fire last night. 

There appears to be a goed deal of mys- 
tery concerning the origin of the fire. When 
it was discovered it was blazing from the 
roof. The blaze was discovered at No. l’s 
engine house, and the companies there had 
Just started across Forsyth street bridge 
when an alarm was turned in from a box. 
About the same time a number of switch 
engines began to whistle furiously. 

When Chief Joyner and his men arrived, 
there was a hard fight before them. The 
warehouse fronts on the railroad, and is 
back of the stores that front on Marietta 
Street, this side of Foundry street. It was 
a difficult fire to fight, and there was a 
great deal of danger that a nearby tene- 
ment house and the cotton mills might 
caich fire also. 

In less than ten minutes after the fire was 
discovered Chief Joyner had eight streams 
playing on the burning buildings. Later 
they were increased to ten. The rear por= 
tion of the building was partly of brick and 
partly of corrugated iron. The roof and 
one side were entirely of corrugated iron, 
and the basement, which ran under the 
~rick adjunct, was of brick. The adjunct 
Was of brick and with very few windows. 
On one side there were no windows at all. 
In this adjunct and in the basement of the 
mills proper were siored several carloads 
ef hay and a large quantity of oats. ihe 
flames had taken a firm hold on the interior 
and had spread from one end of the mill to 
the other, and were in the warchouse. 

An attempt was meade to ight it through 
the back, but the thick, rolling smoke d: eve 
the firemen back, and it was not iong be- 
fore the fire broke out of the 
elevator with renewed energy. Chief 
ner becan pour in water 

direction. 
closer and closer to the fire until 
Were thrown up against dangerous wells, 
and the men fought the flames through 
barred windows. On the north side of the 
mills proper, Firemen Pressley, Frank Coley 
and Albrook did splendid work. Pressley 
tore away the great sheets of corrugated 
ircn, and Coley and Albrook, clambering 
upon a stout shed, held a stream of waiter 
On the hottest portion of the mill fire. Chief 
Joyner and his foremen were indefatigable. 
Foreman Emmel, Cummings, Haney and 
squads of splendid fire 
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ire broke out at 9 o’clock, thouch it 
must have been in progress inside the wells 
for an hour or more, and it was 1 o’clock 
before the “out” was rung in. It was a 
hard-fought battle with the flames ard 
Chief Joyner and his firemen register an- 
other fine achievement in the line of fire 
fighting. 

Semething About the Union Mills. 

The Union mills were first operated by 
Lewis Gholstin and afterwards by Zachry 
& Gholstin. Later it changed hands again, 
and about 310,00 was expended re-equipping 
it with additional machinery. Soon, how- 
ever, the operators were forced to the wall 
and the courts took charge. — <, BB. 
Everett, of Everett & Co., brokers, was ape- 
pointed receiver, and the property was ¢soid. 

It was purchased by the Lowry Banking 
Company creditors and later sold 
to Captain W. H. Trezevant, of Marietta, 
Ga.. Everett & Co. were piaced in charge 
ot »perty, and used the building as 
@ warehouse. The grain and hay were in- 
eured for $1,500 and the building @ud ma- 
chinery for $10,009. 

A conservative estimate places tne dam- 
ege at $17,590. Of this amount there is 
$11,500 covered by insurance. This insurance 
Was placed with A. L. Waldo. 

The Origin of the Fire. 
B. Everett, whose firm has the 
roperty in charge, was seen last 
night. He stated that he could not imagine 
how the fire started. 

“My warehouseman closed up about 2 
o’clock,”’ said he, “‘and if there had been a 
fire in progress then it would have breken 
out sooner. I haven’t the slightest idca how 
it began. I don’t see how a spark cculd 
have caused it. 

“The mills contained some machincry that 
cost £32,000 a year or two ago, but it is 1m- 
possible to estimate the value of machincry 
that has been used. Our loss will be kLe- 
tween $7,000 and $10,000, if the boiler and en- 
gine are uninjured.”’ 

Chief Joyner says that the engine and 
boiler are not harmed.

The Seaboard’s Fight on the Asascoiation. 
New Engines Being Purchased by 
Mr. St. John—Other News. 


The recent appointment of Major C. H. 
Hudson to the office of ¢hief engineer of 
the entire mileage of the colossal South- 
ern railway system certainly places the 
right man in the right place 

Few railroad men in the country possess 
the rare qualifications for just such a po- 
sition as this as Major Hudson, and sure 
it is that he will render great service to 
the Southern in this office. Major Hudson 
is an engineer of brilliant parts. When 
he was a young man fresh from college he 
began the profession of civil engineer by 
Carrying a chain. He has assisted in the 
building of many a mile of railroad when

he was but a youth, and in later years has 
been in charge of the operating department 
of one of the best equipped and most pros=- 
Perous lines of railways in the southern 
states. 

He was born at Westminster, Mass., and 
graduated from the engineering school of 
Harvard university when quite a boy. He 
entered the railroad business as an aasist- 
ant in a survey and carried the cain for 
Quite a term, preferring to start at the bot- 
tom in spite of his superior education in 
the business. After serving in the survey- 
ing? corps of several lines for a term he 
was employed in lst0 in the general freight 
offices of the Chicago, burlington and Quine 
cey railroad. He was soon afterwards 
transferred to the engineering department 
of the same road. In 1845 he was engineer 
in charge of the construction of the Chi- 
cago and Great Eastern railroad. 
The next year he was engineer in charge of 
the construction of the Chicago and North- 
western on the division from the DesMoines 
river to Omaha. In 1867 he was engineer 
in charge of building the bridge over the 
Mississippi river at Burlington, lowa,. for 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincey. 

In 1868 and 1869 he built several branches 
as engineer for the same road and was su. 
perintendent of the Chicago division of the 
Same road from the fal of 1869 to 187z, 
when he became general superintendent of 
the Chicago, Clinton and Dubuque and the 
Chicago, Dubuque and Minnesota railrgads. 
In the fall of 1874 he resigned this position 
and returned to the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincey railroad as assistant general 
Superintendent, continuing until December, 
1877. He then became the superintendent 
of the lines of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad west of the Ohio river. In 1881 he 
left that position to become general mane 
ager of the Minneapolis and St. Louis rail- 
road. 

From the spring of 1883 to February 20, 
1885, he was superintendent of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio and the Kentucky Central 
railroads. From february 20, 1885, to Oc- 
tober, 1888, he was general manager of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, after which he became also general 
manager of the Memphis and Charleston 
railway, doing the work of both offices at 
the same time. 

\He was subsequently made general super- 
intendent of the same roads, and still later 
he was restored to the title of general mune 
ager of these lines, where he remained vun- 
til the reorganization of the Southern rail- 
way, when he was retained in charge of 
the same properties. 

The appointment of Major Hudson during 
the past week to the office of general en- 
gineer of both systems of the Southern— 
eastern and western—places him in charge 
of that kind of work in which he has been 
brought up, and in which his skill and ,e- 
culiar talent get the fairest show.

Underwear is novr made in Paris of 
peat.

Pneumatic Stone Dressing Machine. 

A new adaptation of compressed air, the 
different uses; of which in the mechanical] 
arts already number seventy, according 
to a circular recently sent cat by a maker 
of air is to the dressing of 
stone. consists of a small 
cylinier forming the hand¢die, in which 
warks a piston carrying the cutting tool. 
The piston is reciprocated with great rapid- 
ity by compressed air conveyed to the tool 
through a flexible pipe. The tool is com- 
pact, durable, pcsitive in its action, and is 
composed of but few parts. It has been 
sucees stully applied to. stone cutting, caulK- 
lit.¢ boilér seams, and work of similar cnar- 
acter. The pneutnatic tool is mounted on a 
universal joint on one end of a carrier bar, 
so that it may be set to act at arv desired 
ar.gle. Compressed air is led to the cvlin- 
der by a small pipe, and the exhaust is 
tsed to blow the chips and dust away from 
the cutting tool. The carrier bar is free 
to move horizontally between guide wheels 
earried «cm a vertical column mounted on 
trucks to. be thoroughly portable about a 
shop floor, and the bar muy be worked 
at different heights, the bearing frame in 
which it rests being movable up and down 
the column, ana counte.balanced by weights 
within the 4ollow column. It will thus be 
seen that the tool may be set to work at 
any desired tangle, that it may be moved 
toward or irom the standard, and that 
it may be oj)vrated in any part of a circle 
the size of which is controlled by the 
length) of the bar.

DEATH OF J. W. CLAYTON. 


His Funeral Will Occur at West End 
This Afternoon at 3 O’clock. 

Mr. J. W. Clayton, one of the oldest rcs- 
idents of this city, died at 1:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 

For several years Mr. Clayton had been 
in declining health. He remained in. ac- 
tive business, however, until five years ego, 
when he found it necessary to lead a more 
quiet life. Since that time he had taken 
no active part in thd affairs of the city, but 
he had, nevertheless, maintained a deep in- 
terest in everything concerning Atlanta, 

Mr. Clayton was born in Barnwell, S. C., 
on the 6th of December, 1832. He came to 
Georgia before the war, in the early fifties, 
locating first at Augusta and then seeking 
a more bracing climate in 1857. Believing 
that Atlanta would eventually become ‘one 
of the leading commereial centers of the 
state Mr. Clayton decided to cast his iot 
in this city. 

Since 1857, therefore, nearly forty years, 
Mr. Clayton had been a resident of Atlanta. 
For a number of years he was recognized 
as one of the most progressive and en- 
terprising business men in the city, and 
his intercouse with the business world was 
craracterized by the strictest integrity as 
well as promptness in meeting -all his en- 
gagements. In all the relations of life his 
conduct was most exemplary. 

He never married, being content to make 
a home for his mother and sister. In his 
love for them he found all the happiness 
that a loving heart could wish. His mother 
died -on the 27th of May, 1875.
